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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 44, 47-51, 53, 74-78, 84, and 85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Burdoff et al (6,428,487). Applicant's attention is directed to column 14, 
line 60 - column 15, line 48. Actuation of the vacuum button for predetermined periods of time 
initiates different functions. Also, displayed images are highlighted as shown in Figure 13 in 
response to an actuating element. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In Burdoff 
et al, the device is user programmable to the extent that the user selects various operational 
modes (column 9, line 41+ and column 10, line 43+). These modes define the association 
between the medical function and the manner of actuation. In addition, buttons 46 and 48 are 
used to scroll through and highlight a displayed image. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25, 27, 54-73, 79-83, and 86-88 are allowed. 
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Claims 45, 46, and 52 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
